Application of JSlectricily to Weaving. — 


AD important improvement hns recently 
henn announced in Ituty, consisting of the 
application of electricity to the 
Jncqutirt 


loom, in n rtmimor which combines simplici- 
ty witli economy, to a roirmrknbte degree.— 
The inventor of this method isSignor Bonel- 
li, tho Oonenil-Director of tho Siirdiaiun tel- 
egraph. 
In the Jucqtinrt loom, the figures 


are produced hy a movement on the pedal 
opurutod by tho weaver himself instead of 
employing children, us in the old wny, 
to 


draw llio threads, under tho loom. This im- 
proved method, however, is not without de- 
fects. For instance, with the passage of eve- 
ry thread, a cartoon of n certain size is nec- 
ussary, |«iercod with holes arranged so as to 
correspond with the design. These cartoons 
are not a little expensive. As for certain de- 
signs (iO.OOO are requisite, and for the least 
complicated colors about 1,500 are usually 
employed costing 15 francs a hnndred. 
But 


the expense is not the only objection. They 
make 11 hideous noise in working, require n 
large scnffolding and take up a great deal of 
room. Tlio machinery, moreover is very com- 
plicated nnd easily gets out of order. 


All these difficulties nre prevented by tho 


application of electricity. It avoids the use 
of complicated mechnnicism, of cartoons, and 
iu fact of machinery almost altogether. 
The 


threads are raised by n pedal, as with the 
present iirraiigeinent, and by mentis of a fine 
copper wire, are subjected to a current of 
electricity which does the work at once. 


The necessary steps to procure u patent 


for this invention in Europe aud in the Uni- 
ted States have been commenced, and as soon 
n* they nre completed, the electrical loom 
will be exhibited to the public iu Turin.
